"The art of the 
needle in Japan is something which 
the people of that nation exccll over 
every other.1' To prove this he cx- 
libited several pieces worked in silk 
and semi-silk. One, some six feet 
iquare. has a retail value of $200, 


During the course of his lecture 


Mr. Icyda told his listeners many in- 
teresting facts about his country and 
the customs of the Japanese people. 
Only seventeen per cent of the land 
area will produce e crop. The in- 
habited part of Japan is about the size 
ot California and is populated by 85,- 
000,000 Japanese. 
In Japan people 


never kiss, "Ah," he said, "they don't 
know what they are missing.

idea:;, especially clothes. The Japanese 
are a quick motioned athletic people 
and arc hearty enthusiasts of our na- 
tional sport, baseball.

Salsify or vegetable oyster is an in- 


expensive but very palatable winter 
vegetable that is often overlooked as 


means of adding variety to menus. 


Like tnanay of the root vegetables, it 
is much better after a frost touches it. 
A nippy frost sweetens it and makes 
t more tender. 


Salsify requires a little more care 


n its preparation than most other veg- 
etables. It is apt to become discolored 
as it is scraped and cut for cooking 
unless certain precautions arc taken. I 
Drop into water to which lemon juice ' 
or vinegar has been added as soon as : 
the root is scraped and it will return i 
its natural color. 
; 


There are many ways of using sal- 


sify. Soups and salads arc appetiz- 
ing 
and 
nourishing. 
Combination 


dishes und various creamed mixtures 
are interesting and inviting. As most 
of the made dishe:; use milk together 
with other ingredients, much 
food 


value is provided when one of these 
concoctions is served. 


When you go to market for the 


plant, choose small, firm roots. They 
are usuallly sold in bunches weigh- 
ing from one-fourth to one-half pound 
and containing six roots. This amount 
will serve four to six persons. 


The following recipe for cream of 


salsify son]) is made particularly sav- ! 
ory by the addition of salt codfish. 
| 


Cream of Salsify Soup 
: 


One bunch salsify, 
2 
tablcspons 


shredded codfish, 2 cups water, 2 ta- 
blcspons butter, 1 teaspoon minced i 
onion. V-i tcaspon pepper, 2 cups milk, 
2 tablespoons (lour. 


Soak codfish in lukewarm water for 


half an hour. Scrape and slice roots, 
dropping slices in water to which 2 
tablespoons of vinegar have been add- 
ed. Cook codfish and salsify in water 
until vegetable is tender. Rub through 
a sieve and add with onion to milk. 
Heat over hot water for twenty min- 
utes, nub 
flour 
and 
butter to a 


smooth paste and add to first mix- 
ture. Cook until 
mixture 
thickens 


and add pepper. Bring to the boiling 
point, but do not let boil. Serve very 
hot. 


A combination of hard cooked eggs 


and cooked sliced salsify makes an 
excellent luncheon or supper 
dish. 


The sliced vegetable and sliced eggs 
are arranged layer for layer in a but- 
ter baking dish. This is covered with

Tills Book Is Good—But It Isn't Very 


Pleasant 


By BRUCE CATTON 


"Passions Spin the Plot," by Vardis 


Fisher, is one of those books that al- 
most everybody will praise very high- 
ly, but that hardly anyone really will 
enjoy reading. 


It is a dark and passionate outburst 


against the cruelty of life, the tor- 
tures that sensitive youth must suffer, 
and the tragis conflict that can arise 
from a young American's maladjust- 
ment to his environment. 


It is powerfully written, with flash- 


es of somber beauty; but if you're 
looking for sweetness 
and light in 


your fiction, don't expect to find any 
here. 


The central figure is a young Idaho 


farm boy who leaves his native val- 
ley and enrolls in n university in Salt j 
Lake City. He is shy, dreamy, full of 
the repressions which a rigid puritanic 
background can create, rapt with an- 
ticipation of the new world opening 
before him. 


But the new world plays him false. 


His profesors turn out to be the dry- 
as-dust stuffed shirts, his fellow stu- 
dents are either snobs or wastrels; he 
himelf is a misfit, twisted by desires 
ho cannot satisfy and haunted by • a 
dream that constantly recedes as he 
advances toward it. 


Lonely, he centers his being on his 


love for a ranch girl back home. She 
is a scatter-brained little tramp, as it 
happens, an easy marft for all the lads 
of the village. Our hero knows it, 3e- 
spises her for it, despises himself for 
continuing to love her—and, at last, 
leaves the university and marries her 
in spite of everything.
